COLLECTING a AND SF SPENDING. 


The representatives of the Pro- 
vinces now in conference at 
Ottawa are likely to join in a 
demand ou the Dominion Govern- 
ment for an all round increase in 
the subsidies paid by the Domin- 
ion to the Provinees. The Domin- 
ion Government last year collected} 
from the people $56,000,000 more 
than was needed to carry on the 
publie business, Instead of redue- 
ing the tax rate the Ministers 
plunged into a carnival of expen- 
diture, for the apparent purpose 
of bringing the supposed needs up 
to the growing income and thus 
making a reduction in the tax 
rate seemingly impossible, As 
the Dominion is to continue to 
collect at the unnecessarily exor- 
bitant rate the Provincial Gov- 
ernments naturally think they, 
might as well get a larger share 
of the proceeds to devote to the 
works they have in hand. They 
can back up their claim truth- 
fully with the assertion that the 
tax-payer gets as good value for 
the portion of his money turned 
over to the Provinces as for that 
portion which is kept and spent 


by the Dominion authorities, But 
it is worth remembering that 
every large increase in the per- 


manent liabilities of the Dominion 
lessens the probability of a redue- 
tion in the tax rate—that is, in 
the tariff, 

The trouble will come when the 
Canadian taxpayer one of these 
days sits down to figure out how 
many weeks in the year he spends 
working to support his family 
and how many of them he toils 
to find the money demanded by 
the tax-collectors. When he casts 
up that aceonnt there is likely to 
be a new slant given to the trend 
of taxation and a readjustment of 
the prevailing ideas as to a gov- 
ernment’s business.

MUNICIPALITIES LOSE 
LICENSE FEES 

Hitherto in Alberta the coun- 
cils of cities, towns and villages 
have been empowered to charge 
livense fees in respect of hotels; 
and wholesale liquor stores equal; 
to the fees collected by the Pro-' 
vineial Government. 

At the recent session of the 
Legislature the license law was 
changed, the fees payable to the 
Provinee doubled, and the power 
to also impose fees was taken 
away from the municipal authori- 


the Provinee charged $400 for 
each hotel or wholesale license in 
a city of more than ten thousand 
people, and $200 for licenses elve-| 
where. In Edmonton — as in 
probably most other cities and, 
towns—the power to levy a mu-. 
nicipal fee was exercised, and the 
city collected $400 from each’ 
holder of a hotel 
license. 

Under the new 
the Provinee will 
each city license 
each license elsewhere, 
nicipality getting nothing. 
Edmonton, as of each 
other city which levied a max- 
imum fee, the change means a 
loss of $400 per year on every 
hotel and wholesale liquor license 
in the city.

The other cities, towns 
and villages are, of course, simi- 
larly aifeeted, in proportion to 
the number of licenses in each, 

The obvious purpose of the 
amendment was to secure a 
larger revenue for the Province 
without inereasing the assessment 
on the heense-holders. But in do- 
ing so a very real and substantial 
inustice is done the cities, towns 
and villages. While the enforee- 
ment of the liquor laws is the 
business of the Province, the ex- 
istence of the licensed houses 
throws a burden of expense upon 
the tax-payers of the municipal- 
ity, for the enforcement of the 
license law in the interests of 
good city government, 

It was admitted fair and right 
under the previous system that 
the city or town should be allow- 
ed to collect, in consideration of 
this expense, a fee as large as 
that demanded by the Province. 
The change in the law simply 
euts the municipality out of this 
income altogether, appropriates 
it for Provincial purposes and 
leaves the local tax-payer 
make up the loss of revenue to 
the municipal treasury.

MRS, DAVIS TELLS 
STORY OF SHOOTING 


OF SYDNEY PALLANT 


Woman Accused of Murder Says

DID NOT INTEND TO KILL 
BUT TO FRIGHTEN HIM 


Revolting Story of Moral De. 
pravity Surrounding ‘'ragedy 
’ of Last July 


(From Evening Edition.) 
The trial of Mrs, wean Davis, 


charged with having murdered Syd- 


* mney Pellant at Edmonton, on July 
26th last, was resumed at the = Su- 
n preme Court yesterday, before 


Mr. Justice Simmons. 

Detective Cronin gave evidence re- 
garding the arrest of Mrs, Davis im- 
mediately after the shooting. After 
being warned, accused said: “I am no 
liar. 1 killed him. I shot him, 1 
was jealous of him.” He asked ac- 
cused where the gun was, and she 
said she did not know. Subsequently 
he found the revolver in-a window 
curtain of the front room. It might 
have been thrown there, but it ap- 
peared to him to have been placed in 
; the fold of the curtain, 

H Every Shell isischarged, 


1 On examination he found a bullet 

, hole in one of the walis of the house, 
and another in the mattress of the 
bed. When he found the revolver, 
whieh was a .32, the trigger was 
cocked, and the cylinder was full of 
shells, all of which had been = dis- 
charged. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Robertson. 
he said the curtain was trailing six 
inches on the ground, and the pistol 
might have been thrown there, The 
woman was dazed when she made the 
statement. She had been drinking. 
She might have been dazed at the in- 
quest also, The theory that Pallant 
had been chasing the woman out of 
the room, and had then been shot was 
guite compatible with the facts as 
observed by him. 

Corroborative evidence as to the 
circumstances of Mrs, Davis’ arrest, 
and of stutements made by her when 
in custody was given by Detective 
Charles Lancey, 

The case for the prosecution was 
concluded with medical testimony as 
to the cause of death, 


Accused Woman Tells Story. 


For the defence, the accused took 
the stand, and after giving particu- 
lars of her past lite, and of the un- 
happy outcome of her marriage with 
Davis, described the evenis of July 
26th, which led up to the shooting. 
She stated that after Foskett lett the 
house she and Pallan were on per- 
fectly friendly terms. At Foskett's 
suggestion, Pallant had lain down on 
her bed, as he was not sober, She 
was not seriously jealous ot Pallant 
in connection with the half-breed wo- 
man about whom she had been teas- 
ing him, but Pallant himself had be- 
gun quarrelling with her about money, 
She had at that time $1,050 on = de- 
posit in the bank, and after the othe:

man went out, Pallant said to her, 
“You are accusing me ail the tine 
about the woman. Give me the rest 


of that money.” 

Thought He Was Crazy. 

He raised up on the bed and seized 

her arm and pulled her towards him. 

She thought he was crazy, us he nad 

been taking cocaine, and his eyes 

were starting out, The pistol was 

lying on the wash-stand, where Pal- 

lant had left it when he lay down. 

She seized it, and fired two or three 

shots at the corner of the room to 

“buffalo” him, Then, getting her 

arm free, she made for the curtain- 

covered door. He foliowed and 

caught her by the hair, saying; “You 

little ; In kill you!” Without 

turning, she threw her arm over her 

| shoulder and fired again. Pallant 
very soon dropped to the floor, 

Hadn't Intended Shooting Him. 

When she realized that she had 

shot him, she lost her head, and be- 
came so excited that she could not 
remember what had taken place 
afterwards, She had never intended 
to hit him. The pistol was her pro- 
perty, but Pallant had had it for 
-some months. The holster belonged 
to him. She did not know by whom 
the shells had been purchased, They 
were not bought by her. She had 
never had the pistol loaded, Pal- 
lant Kad given her a drink of whiskey 
that afternoon and had given’ her 
cocaine to put with it. 

It is understood that there are only 
two other witnesses for the defence, 
and it is probable that the case will be) 
finished this afternoon.

for Christmas

The cuy power pliant is already 
making arrangements to meet the hig 
extra demands which are made upon 
it at Christmas time. Last year the 
power department Was obliged to re- 
strict the amount @f extra power 
which might be ustd by each con- 
sumer, but th's year the department 
plans to have enough to meet all rea- 
sonable requirements and will even 
encourage the us@ of increased sup- 
plies of electricity. More business 
means more revenue and decreased 
cost of production, 

A new 4,000 kK.w, steam turbine is 
now on the way here from the cone | 
tracting firm, !Willans-Robinson, of | 
Rugby, England, and is expected to 
arrive in December. This will com: 
plete the equfpment for the present 
power plant. Plans are ready for the 
new powerhouse which will be built 
jn sections in sfch a manner that it 
can be added to indefinitely, The 
first section will be bullt to accommo- 
date two units of 6,000 kw. each 
The first unit will probably be in- 
stalled next year and the other added 
as the demand occasions. The latest 
portion of the present powerhouse 
will be retained in con{unetion, while 
the oldest portion will Ukely be dis- 
mantied,. Improvements effected dur- 
ing the present year have given &@ 
very much more satisfactory power 
supply. 

Four new boilers and additional 
coai bunkers are now being ineialled, 
completing the equipment of the boll- 
er rooms which Were built last year. 
The new bollers will be in service for 
the extra Christmas load, The equip 
meat is now sufficient to meet all the 
anticipated demands, if no unforseen 
accidents oceur, and every precautions 
ie being taken to avoid such possible 
happenings.

City Is Seeking Bigge

City Auditor and Mayor Believe 


a Re-apporticnment Shculd Be 


Made by Provincial Authorities—City Solicitor Objects 
to Changing By-Laws. 


The city is contemplating some ac- 
tion in regard to the question of the 
allocation of fines collected from de- 
fendants in the police court. At 
the present lime the city bears the 
expenses in connection with most of 
the prosecutions and also pays the 
salary of the police magistrate and 
court staff, while a large proportion 
of the fines go to the provincial trea- 
sury,. City Auditor A. N, Mouatt has 
been inquiring into the matter and he 
considers that the province should 
bear some proportion of the expenses. 
He suggests 26 per cent. as a reason- 
able amount for the province to pay. 

Mayor Supports Auditor, 

The mayor thinks that the auditor's 
contention is just and would like to 
| see some arrangement arrived at. 
City Solicitor Bown hag also gone

New By-Laws Suggested. 
The question, therefore, is a con- 
stitutional one and requires a con- 
, Stitutional remedy. The city solici- 


‘ 


tor is opposed to the idea of the city 
passing a new set of by-laws regulat- 
ing offences which are now regulated 
by the criminal code, or by ‘other 
superior legislation. Such a course, 
he points out, would lead to endless 
difficulty and confusion. It might, 
however, be possible in geome cases, 
as, for instance, drunkenness, The 
city now arrests drunken men under 
its own by-laws and not under the 
criminal code. Even this right might 
be disputed and the question has been 
raised whether the city, under the 
existing law, has a right to retain the 
fines collected from drunks, 
Mutanal ‘Arrangement Needca. 

City Solicitor Bown is of the opin- 
ion that the city should endeavor to 
come to @ome arrangement with the 
provincial and Dominion governments, 
whereby they would direct that a 
portion of the fines be receivable by 
the city. This would involve no 
ehange in the law and re-arrange- 
inents might be made from time to 
time, according to the proportion of 
expenses borne by the city and pro- 
vinciai authorities.

Beware of Germany 


When the next Olympiad is staged, 
which will be in Berlin in 1916, the 
greatest rivalry for the highest ath- 
letic honors in athletics in the world 
will exist among the nations—three 
nations especially—England, Germany 
and the United States. Never before 
have these three countries, or “any 
other countries for that matter, in the 
world’s history, worked themselves up 
into such a keen state in an attempt 
to develop talent for track and field 
as is now existent in England, Ger- 
many “and ‘United™States, and~it wti? 
not be surprising if the same interest 
and enthusiasm will take hold of the 
people at large in America as was ex- 
hibited in the recent world’s baseba:! 
championship games, when the next 
Olympic amphitheatre is opened: Lor 
the contest in Berlin three years 
hence. 


“Beware of Germany”, is the warn- 
ing which is being sent to America by 
every one who ‘has made a close and 
intelligent study of the systematic way 
the Kaisers athletic offtcials are going 
about the business of getting together 
a team which will properly represent 
their country in the sixth Olympiad. 


Most persons do not reafize the ex- 
tent to which Germany is planning t» 
wreak up American monopoly «f 
Olympic championships. A little un- 
written history will probably illustrate 
this. In 1908, the year the games were 
held in London, the. International 
Olympic Council offered Germany the 
games in 1912.. The Germans refused, 
after a careful study of the local sitt- 
ation, to take them. For several years 
previously their athletic officials had 
beén planning to entertain the athletes 
in 1912. To that end they had se- 
cured a place for the location of the 
stadium and could have had it ready 
fur 1912 had they not decided after a 
careful canvas that interest in track 
and field athletics throughout the em- 
pire ‘had not been sufficiently aroused 
to enable Germany to do herself jus- 
tice. Bor that reason Germany a'- 
lowed the games to go to Stockholm, 


The German authorities apparently 
had other ideas, not Deing ready t 
that time to engage a coach. Before 
committing themselves they decided io 
send a commission to the United States 
to make a most exhaustive study of 
the athletic system in force at all large 
universities and athletic clubs. 

Germany makes no secret of the 
fact that ideal system for the develop- 
ment of athletic teams is that follow- 
ed-in America, To that end Germany 
has been adopting American methods 
where ‘er possible since 1908, and his 
even utilized the coaching of sever:.l 
American athletes living in Germany, 
notably Jamés Lightbody, formerly of 
Chicago University, and a three times 
Olympic champion in 1904. Light- 
body was very keen to be made the 
German Olympic coach to fill a posi- 
tion created much like that of Ernest 
Hijertberg, in Sweden.

that the war is going to be of 
such a serious nature as to dis- 
rupt organized baseball. 

The statement by Hermann that 
the association would not deal 
with Dave Fultz, head of the fed- 
eration, is likeiy to be the cause 
of trouble. With the exception 
of the reserve clause the clubs are 
willing to concede almost all the 
demands.

FARMER TD PAY IF 
DUTY IS REIMFORCED 


Binder Twine Dealers at Regina 
Discuss the Hon. Arthur 
Meighen’s Speech 


REGINA, Sask., Oct. 28.—-That in 
the event of a revival of the tariff on 
binder iwine, of Which veiled tntima- 
tion was given by Hon. Arthur 
Meighen in a speech at Walkerton 
Ont.,, on Thursday-night, the whole 
burden of the new duty would be 
borne by the farmers of Canada, since 


the dealers are now selling on the 
narrowest possible margin of profit, 
and that it would be impossibla no 


matter how high the duty may be, to 
build up a binder twine industry of 
any large proportions in Canada _ for 
many gears to come, was the opinion 
among Regina dealers who were inter- 
viewed yesterday, The announcement 
made since that the Borden govern- 
ment is apparently favorable to the 
re-imposition of the duty removed 
during the regime of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, came as a surprise to all of 
the local men who are in any way 
connected with the industry. 

Would Increase Price, 

The report of Hon, Arthur Meigh- 
en's speech at Walkerton, from which 
the intentions of the government were 
inferred, was received with incredul- 
ity. There has been a considerable 


increase in the cost of binder twine.

should a tariff be imposed, all pre- | 
vious price records would be sur- 
passed, 

“So far as we are concerned,” said 
W. P. Wells, manager of the Regina
